CASTLE ROCK, Wash., July 20— Per- 
fect weather and better than ten thou- 
sand screaming fans jammed the fair- 
grounds at Castle Rock, Wash., to see 
the Amateurs and Experts vie for the 
$6,000 purse, the National points, and 
for only one of them to become the 1968 
Champ. 

With the sun starting to dip towards 
the beautiful Washington Coast-range 
mountains, time trials for the Experts 
began. Fifty-five Experts were on hand 
but only the fastest forty-eight would go 
to the heat races and it seemed as if 
half took a wave-off of their first time 
for a second go. Skip Van Leeuwen went 
out and posted fast time but this only 
lasted long enough for Sonny Burres 
(Tri) the 1967 National high-point TT 
rider, to make one circuit. His time of 
25.91 withstood the onslaught andhe col- 
lected $100 and a Castrol jacket. Eddie 
Wirth (BSA) and Mert Lawwill (H-D) 
tied for second fastest with 25.96 each, 
while Dick Hammer (Tri) was third and 
only .17 (seventeen hundreds!) off Bur- 
res’ fast time with a 26,08, Hay bales 
had now been put on the fence after the 
front straight as the night before had 
seen many a rider punching holes in said 
fence, and as the night before, once 
again there were those who couldn’t 
seem to get through the left-hander, 
First year Expert and crowd favorite 
Mark Williams (Tri) unloaded here dur- 
ing his time trial, bending one fork leg 
and holing his primary case. 

Time trials were indeed cruel to all 
the number fours present; 4Q Williams 
crashed, 4w Harold Schnitzer (Tri), 
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waved off with shifting problems, and 

National Number 4 Bart Markel waved 

off with his misfiring Harley, All re- 
timed and qualified, however. 
Hot Heat Races 

Taking the first three finishers 
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Ascot Flattrack Speedway Racing 
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Sonny Burres (69) wound up 5th, Jim Odom (77) took 8th in 30-lap final. 


straight to the Main with the next three 
to the only semi, the four Expert heat 
races were real fights to the finish, 
Burres out-distanced Van Leeuwen in 
the first to have the fastest heat, Dusty 
Coppage (Tri), came from behind to pass 
Odom (Tri) and Wirth (BSA) for the sec- 
ond heat win. Mark Williams (after re- 
pairs) trailed Mert Lawwill (H-D) until 
the last lap then got under on the right- 


hander and led to the finish; Jim Corpe 
(Tri), the Mid-West TT Champion out 
West for the first time, came infor third 
and the final transfer position, Heat 
four saw the 1966 TT Champion Eddie 
Mulder lead all the way, chased by 
Markel and Portland 20-Mile winner 
Fred Nix (H-D). This event was stopped 
just past the half-way point when Dave 
Palmer (Nor) tangled with Bill Manley 
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Undefeatedin‘68 TT competition, #59 Skip Van 
Leeuwen kepthis record Intact at Castle Rock 
Nat'l. Here he battles with 469 Sonny Burres, 
(Tri) on the front straight putting Man- 
ley into the wall, While his Triumph 
end-over-ended down the straight Man- 
ley fell back on the track and into the 
path of Hammer coming full steam, and 
while there was certainly nothing Ham- 
mer could do to keep from hitting Man- 
ley he certainly did a masterful job of 
not falling himself, with the roaring pack 
right behind. Hammer was out though; 
the impact of Manley and Dick’s front 
wheel had tweaked his forks back, dis- 
torted the handlebars, not to mention his 
being shaken up at center-punching his 
good friend, Manley was taken off to the 
Longview Hospital but later released with 
a cut over one eye and bruises, 

Down to the one Expert Semi and it 
was still a hot contest with twelve riders 
trying for one of the first four positions 
to transfer to the Main Event, Grand 
National Champion and the current point 
leader in the race for this year’s #1 
plate, Gary Nixon, had failed to transfer 
to Main or Semi. This left it wide open 
to Cal Rayborn (H-D), who made the 
Semi and is running second to Gary in 
the point standings, 

Rayborn grabbed the lead but Dan 
Holton (Tri) from Burien, Wash., would 
have no part of that and immediately 
took over, Dan Haaby (H-D) and Dick 
Mann (BSA) both moved up through the 
pack and Paul Bostrom (Tri) made his 
bid for second and passed Rayborn. Two

L.S.C.E. ANNOUNCES LAST —

LS,C.E. President John Renesch an- 
nounced today that the professional road

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Legisbative Notebook 


By Barbara Adams Dahms 


One of the areas of vital concern to 
motorcycle people is rider training pro- 
grams. Whether done privately or in the 
public schools (or both) it is necessary 
to have facilities for learning to ride 
properly and safely. Parental acceptance 
of the motorcycle will increase enor- 
mously when high school studnets can 
learn to operate a motorcycle as now 
they do an automobile — in the school. 
Older people who may be hesitant at 
present to learn to ride will have no re- 
luctance when training is available. In- 
creased safety records will reduce leg- 
islative harassment. 

And furthermore, more automobile 
drivers will know we are there on the 
streets with them. 

This last point is one which most in- 
terests Dr. John R, Eales, Consultant in 
Secondary Education for the State of 
California, and the man who will be in 
charge of implementing Assemblyman 
Foran's resolution to study the feasibility 
of including motorcycle rider training in 
the driver education program. 

Actually Dr. Eales is already aheadof 
the resolution. For several years hehas 
encouraged California schools to devote 
some of the driver education time to the 
basics of operating a motorcycle. When 
we discussed the matter in Sacramento 
last week he said 609 of 723 schools 
report some involvement with motor- 
cycle operation. This involvement is 
generally a long way from the compre- 
hensive rider training program we would 
like to see. But it is a beginning. 

There are two ways that subjects be- 
come part of the curriculum of a school 
...by the choice of the local school board 
or by a state law. Of these the former is 
usually preferable. Subjects required by 
state law may not adapt well to local 
facilities and finances, and when they do 
not, compliance is minimal, Programs 
desired on a local level are way ahead 
in local cooperation, 

Several such programs are being or 
have been done. They have had the parti- 
cipation of various people in the com- 
munity as well as school authorities. 
They have involved both the high school 
and the adult school programs and we 
will need both programs to produce the 
kind of training programs we are hoping 
to see. 

The key to the public schools is the 
word public, Just as it is true of the 
legislature so it is with the schools; both 
are responsive to the wishes of the 
people. However well planned or well 
done, a public school program must have 
the support of the community to succeed, 
We are an ever-growing partofthecom- 
munity, We have to encourage our local 
Schools with our support and coopera- 
tion, I believe motorcycle rider training 
will definitely be a part of future school 
plans. How soon this can be accomplished 
depends a great deal upon us, And the 
sooner the better,

Amateur Action 


The 15-lap Amateur Championship was 
a good go but no great battles or place 
swapping came out of it. 

Tom Rockwood (Tri) promptly set the 
fastest qualifying time for the yellow 
plates but Jim Rice (BSA) came along to 
do it one better. Mark Brelsford, the 
Amateur winner one week before at 
Portland, was next to last to qualify on 
one of Jim Odom's spare Triumphs and 
he demolished everything before him 
even though the rig didn't sound quite 
right, 

Amateur Main Event time found Rice 
on the pole due to his fastest heat race, 
along with Washingtons' Jim Jones (Tri), 
Mark Brelsford, and Dave Smith (Tri). 
It was Jones, incidentally, who rode the 
last three laps of his heat race witha 
small fire under his tank, and Rockwood 
had hard luck as his Triumph blew while 
leading his heat, 

Right off the pole and into the lead went 
the California all-around rider (second 
year Amateur) Jim Rice, followed by 
Jones, Cappy Skene, and Brelsford, The 
pack strung out with a few bike lengths 
between each position and by the half- 
way flag Brelsford had passed Skene and 
a lap or so later picked off Jones for 
second, Rice meanwhile had and insur- 
mountable lead of over a straight-away 
and calmly stroked his way to first place, 
Towards the last Brelsford’s Triumph 
sounded pretty bad and had Jones had 
someone to wave him on he might have 
caught and captured second but as it was 
he followed Brelsford home third, Skene 
fourth. 


Novice Night 


The night before the National Yama- 
ha's handlebar ace, Californian Keith 
Mashburn, came, saw, and was within 
two laps of conquering the Novice Main 
Event when he slowed to a stop coming 
out of the infield, Winning his heat hand- 
ily, Keith also went to the Trophy Dash 
where he again won by a wide margin. 
With ten Novice heat races and taking 
only the winner to the Main, there were 
also two semis run, taking only the first 
two. Other local Northwest heat winners 
were Bill Elder (H-D), Al Brackenbury 
(Hon), Jack Mott (BSA), Squire Tomasie 
(Bul), and Charlie Sheffel (Bul). 

Like a shot out of a gun, Mashburn 
stayed low and on the groove to grab the 
lead at the start and began to put light 
between himself and the pack, Jack Mott 
followed in second chased by Bracken- 
bury and Elder, while Tomasie, after a 
poor start, began to work his way up. 
Lap after lap the leader and his Yamaha 
added to the distance but with five laps 
left Mashburn made gesturing motions 
towards his engine and as he passed the 
stands it began to back-fire, Two short 
laps to go, and oops, the carburetor falls 
off, dashing his chances for his first 
National win, Chasing hard with all the 
stops pulled, Jack Mott in second now 
inherited the lead and the win, closely 
followed by Al Brackenbury and Bill Eld- 
er, Squire Tomasie crossed the line 
fourth while Sam Stockinger and Harry 
Dorsten dueled to the wire for fifth 
and sixth,

HOLIDAY, Cal., July 21 — Nineteen- 
year-old Steve Staats, #95, won the com- 
bined Open and 500 Amateur-Expert 
Main Event under the hot desert sun on 
a black-and-white 360 Bultaco, to top the 
day of European Scrambles last Sunday. 

There were three hundred and ninety- 
five crazy riders who braved the 
hundred-degree temperature to ride in 
that desert dust, not to speak of the many 
spectators who watched the races, There 
is just nothing like a desert hound for 
enthusiasm! The evenings are getting to 
be very nice for camping, and there were 
over a hundred campers and trailers 
set up Saturday night. 

The first race got off at 8:00 a.m., 
with 104 trail bike Novices. The course 
was five miles around, beginning with a 
flat starting area for a hundred yards, 
and opening up into fast, fourth-gear 
boondogks, A road crossing led into very 
tight turns in high, bushy territory, and 
then the course went around the side of 
the mountain, across rough second-and- 
third-gear water runoff ruts, 


Tight and Twisty 


A little hill, a short sandwash, a 
twisty fire road, and a winding trail led 
up to a fast downhill fire road, and into 
a very tight mile-long sandwash with 
steep walls on each side, wide enough for 
only one bike. This brought us out ontoa 
very fast fire road for a half-mile, then 
into the boondocks and back to the pits, 
It was what could be described as a 
“tight'”” course. 

On the second lap of the Trail Bike 
Novice, Jim Clancey, #818 on a Bridge- 
stone, took over the lead going out of the 
pits, but drifted too far right in passing 
over the road crossing and hit a ditch, 
which put him out of the race. Unfor- 
tunately, Clancey was only one of several 
riders who hit the ditch on the first race, 


resulting in a lot of bent forks, etc. 


After Clancey went out, Roger Peters, 
#909, took over the lead on a Hodaka 
and held it for the win, My check sheet 
showed Allen Wurtzel, #612 on a Zun- 
dapp in second, and Don Ridmayer, #244 
on a Honda, in third. 


Morgan Makes It 


The Trail Bike Amateur-Expert go 
was next, and Jack Morgan, #1 ona 
Hodaka, took the lead at the start, with 
everyone else fighting for the second 
spot as they came through the tight 
bushes two miles out. Eric Jensen, #7, 
didn’t.get a good start, but was moving 
up on his Hodaka, tuned by Competition 
Motors. By the last lap, he had pulled up 
to second and was trying to overhaul 
Morgan; they dueled for the last two 
miles, right up to the finish line, where 
Morgan took it by only a bike’s length 
and Jensen settled for second. Jack 
Froelich, #2 on a Bultaco, was third; 
Frank Morgan #6, was fourth, and Terry 
Clark, #395, was fifth and first Amateur, 
Rod Robbs, #34, was sixth. 

There were a large number of 250cc 
Novices on the line for the next race and 
it was getting hotter, so they flagged 
them off quickly. On the second lap, Stan 
Staats, #992x (Steve’s older brother) 
took over the lead on a Yamaha and held 
it to the finish line, Gary Westergaard, 
#641x, was second, and Bobby Steffan Jr., 
#122x, who got off the line almost last, 
worked his way up to third, which is not 
bad for a seventeen-year-old high school 
kid. 

The combined Open and 500cc Novices 
stormed off next, and did they make a 
cloud of dust for the poor riders in the 
rear, Stan Barrett, #129, took the winon 
a Husky. Steve Penn, #47R (also on a 
Husky) was second, and Tom Martin, 
#274, was third on a Rickman, 

Everyone got to a good vantage point 
on the course as the 250cc Amateur- 
Experts were up next, Atthe roadcross- 
ing, it was Larry Bergquist, #888x on 
his red Bultaco by ten feet, and really 
making it, Mike Patrick, #421x on a 
Yamaha, was in about sixth position. On 














the first lap through the pits, Bergquist 
came through with a half-mile lead. Kurt 
Luhmeyer, #50x on a Bultaco, was sec- 
ond, and Patrick was now running third, 
On the next lap, a man riding a street 
bike and wearing a straw hat crossed the 
course in front of Bergquist, causing 
him to take to the boondocks.

FREMONT, Cal,, July 7— Sportsman rac-

SAN ANGELO, Tex. July 7 — The old 
airport course at San Angelo is about the 
last place one would expect to see such 
National figures as Walt Fulton, Art 
Baumann and Don Hollingsworth, but here 
they were, scratching for traction among 
the weeds with the rest, Fresh from his 
victory at Heidelberg just two weeks 
previous, Fulton had a factory KRTT for 
the race, Twenty Texas Harley dealers 
had paid $20 each so that Fulton could 
made the appearance and squelch the 
Triumph domination of the Open Class 
at the hands of Rusty Bradley, Hollings- 
worth had a one-off looking Sprint, and 
Baumann’s mount bore a remarkable re- 
semblance to the Jody Nicholas 250 
Yamaha, which had won at Orange County, 
California the week before. Certainly 
this day would see something new at the 
old course, 

In the Production Class perseverance 
finally paid off for Bennie Campbell and 
his 500cc Suzuki as he ended a losing 
streak that had lasted since April.Rusty 
Bradley (350 Yamaha) was determined to 
spoil Bennie’s day, but the wild man 
from San Antonio was in top form, and 
Rusty’s all-out effort to pass him on the 
last turn of the racealmost came togrief 
as the Yamaha executed some spectacu- 
lar maneuvers at seventy miles per hour. 
Rusty righted the bike without using any 
leather, but his last chance for victory 
had vanished down the long straight. 
Jimmy Foster's 350 Yamaha was third. 

Running in the same event, Richard 


Long from San Marocs scored his first 
road racing victory as his 160 Honda led 
every lap in the 200cc Production class 
over John Walker's 175 Honda and Jim 
Schwantz (180 Yamaha), Chris Cook 
(250 Ducati) just barely kept his dignity 
intact by nipping Richard at the line. As 
the only 250 entered, he took those 
honors, 

The 100cc heat race was a parade of 
Johnny Bryant, Darryl Hurst, Willard 
Kelley and Keith Jenkins, all onstream- 
lined, 100cc Yamahas, except Jenkins, 
who was on an unfaired Bridgestone. The 
maize growing in the infield was up to 


chest-high by race day, and the fast 
combination of turns seven and eight was 
completely blind, but still the little bikes 
came through banked over to the limit, 
using up all of the pavement and taking 
the two turns as one, the ground shaking 
under their tread, 

Off the Yamaha and onto a 175 Honda, 
Johnny Bryant tried to second his 100cc 
win with one in the 200cc heat, butin the 
last two laps of the eight-lap chase his 
engine lost a bit of its tune, and George 
Johnson (180 Yamaha) eased by. For the 
last six laps John Moyer pressured 
David Watkins, but he could never take 
third from Dave, Both were on 175 Bul- 
tacos, John's being the ex-Mike Kidd 
mount. 

Don Hollingsworth's Sprint failed to 
make an appearance in the combined 
250cc/Open heat and in any other outing 
at the race, for that matter, but Walt 
Fulton and Art Baumann were fully ready 
to test the measure of these local boys. 
The flag came down, and the pack round- 
ed the first bend and disappeared behind 
the maize, the laboring of engines and 
occasional glimpses of helmets above the 
green stalks telling of the epic tussle. 

Then — back into view at turn seven — 
first Bradley on the 650 Dalio Triumph, 
second Fulton on the KR, then Mike Cone 
on the 250 Yamaha, Virgil Davenport 
(650 Triumph), Leroy Ferry (750 Nor- 
ton) and Ron Pierce (250 Yamaha). You 
see! It does help to know the course. 

But Fulton’s Harley was faltering (it 
seemed to be overgearedfor the course), 
and it dropped out after two laps, Then 
Baumann eased Mike Cone out of second 
place, and they finished that way, with 
Larry Beall bringing up fourth on a 
high-bar Yamaha. 

In the 200cc final Johnny Bryant's 
Honda once again began to go rough to- 
ward the last, but, after taking the lead 
in the second turn of the race, he had 
built up such a wide lead that George 
Johnson could not manage to disturb him. 
Johnson managed to get some distru- 
bance for himself, however, on the part 
of David Watkins, who snatched second 
for two laps toward the end. John Moyer 
was fourth behind Watkins. 

The first lap of the 250cc final saw a 
grinning Ron Pierce in the lead, but Art 
Baumann finished the remaining eight 
laps out front. When David Townsley 
(250 Yamaha) dropped out in the fourth 
lap, Mike Cone came up to fourth place 
on a rather sluggish Yamaha behind 
Larry Beall, 

Once again, Rusty Bradley led every 
lap of the combined 250cc/Open Grand 
Final. For a while it looked as though 
Fulton would give him some competition, 
but Walt was not pressing the issue very 
strongly as he eased the KR through the 
turns with pavement to spare, Then 
Baumann’s Yamaha passed Walt in the 
seventh lap, and the chase was on, 
Whereas he had previously been leaving 
untouched five feet of good concrete on 
the outside as he exited turn number 
six, now Walt’s wheels lifted little puffs 
of dust as they brushed the verge. But 
Baumann would not be passed this day, 
and Walt had to settle for third, ahead 
of Leroy Ferry.

MEET THE 
DEALER

Probably the youngest and fastest 
growing business in Anchorage, Alaska, 
is a motorcycle sales and service shop 
that was opened about six weeks ago by 
a young man who is used to running at 
the head of the pack. He is Mike 
“Squeeks” O'Connor, about whom other 
motorcycle racing enthusiasts say, “He 
never entered a race without winning 
something.” 

Mike has the Anchorage franchise for 
the Kawasaki line. If his first rush of 
business is any indication, he’ll be as 
good at selling cycles as he is racing 
them, 

“I had hoped to sell maybe three or

four Kawasakis a month until I got es- 
tablished,” he said. ‘‘I thought my pri- 
mary business would be in repair.” 
Then he added, proudly, “I sold 15 in 
the first six weeks.” 

Mike looks more like a friendly boy- 
next-door than a self-employed business 
man, His slight, wiry body looks decep- 
tively thin until you notice the ripple of 
muscles — muscles earned by hard work 
and years of wrestling cycles. One lock 
of his light brown hair keeps falling into 
his eye and his nose is well sprinkled 
with freckles. His friendly, almost shy 
manner is a refreshing change from the 
traditional hard sell entrepreneur. Heis 
a dealer with whom the younger cyclists 
can identify, 

This trend is already apparent. Mike 
says that most of his customers — both 
the buyers and the lookers — are in the 
15 to 24 age group. 

He advertises by taking his Kawasaki 
cycles where the action is and then win- 
ning the trophies. In the first event of the 
1968 season, an English Trials with nine 
traps, he entered the only Kawasaki and 
won the first place trophy. 

He has had years of experience in 
riding and racing. He inherited his love 
of cycling from his dad who first put 
Mike on the buddy seat when he was four 
years old, He soloed at eight on a big 
Triumph and owned his first machine 
when he was 13, He paid half from a 
paper route andhis dad paid the remaind- 
er, He has rarely been without one since. 

He left his home in Pocatello, Idaho, 
and came to Anchorage by the same 
route that has brought many new Alaska 
residents — the military service. After 
spending 28 months at Elmendorf Air 


Force Base, he was sent to North Dako- 
ta. Unusual shifts in his military job as 
2 fireman allowed him to hold part-time 
jobs as a cycle mechanic, 

As soon as he completed his military 
commitment, he returned to Alaska and 
went to work asa mechanic, He continued 
to race until he began saving for his own 
business, In 1966, he finished second in 
the Northwest Championship races held 
in Boise, Idaho. In 1964 and 1966, he won 
the Alaska State Championship. He was 
“outside” in 1965 and the 1967 races 


were cancelled because of a severe flood 
in Fairbanks, where they were to have 
been held. When they are held and he 
enters, he wins, Since 1957, he has won 
162 trophies, 

Will he enter any of the big races this 
year? “It's doubtful,’’ he said, ‘‘because 
I’m putting every cent I make here at the 
Kawasaki Cycle Cache back into the 
business.” Unlike many budding busi- 
nessmen, Mike did not keep working for 
the other man until his own fledgling 
business became well established. In 
fact, he has one fùll-time mechanic of 
his own. 

“I knew there was a good chance we 
would not make a great deal of money for 
a while, but I felt I could help it grow 
faster if I gave it all of my energy and 
attention rather than just what was left 
over from another job. Besides," he 
grinned, ‘‘my wife works, so if things 
got real tough we could live on her 

” 


The way things look now, she will 
probably soon join him in running the 
family business,

Our side went to bat with Dis- 
trict President Ron Sloan as lead spokes- 
man with a carefully planned presenta- 
tion of the facts in favor of having the 
combined track and riding school Pre- 
siding over Councilmembers Green, Mc 
Cracken, Kaufman and Bartlett was May- 
or Coen, a gentleman who obviously 
hadn't pre-judged the motorcycle group 
by the old cliches and was willing to be 
open-minded about the whole thing. Ap- 
plause broke out at one point when the 
Huntington Beach Chief of Police was 
asked about the weekend riders who trail 
around on land adjoining the track site, 
The Chief replied that there was never 
any trouble, his men just kept an eye 
open and that as far as he was concerned 
he was all for the track as motorcycling 
is a family sport, he and his family rode 
and the more supervised places there 
are the better. After that statement most 
of us dumped over board all the cliches 
we had about Chiefs of Police! The vote 
was unanimous in our favor. 


Off and Running! 


Grading will start in just a few days 
and the first race will probably be in 
early September with a lot of razzle 
dazzle planned for opening day. After all, 
this is in the City limits, not out in the 
boondocks somewhere, The track own- 
ers, Hope and Don England want to show 
Huntington Beach that they didn’t makea 
mistake by allowing the track by provid- 
ing excellentfacilities, Spectators willbe 
up on a raised level witha complete view 
of the circuit, There will be permanent 
washrooms with running water as well 
as the portable variety, grass (can you 
imagine, at a SCRAMBLES track!) a 
playground for the youngsters and

It was rare to see a starting line 
crash there, 


Rules Strict But Fair 


Because this is a track in city limits 
the rules will be strict but not impossi- 
ble to follow, Bakersfield has the same 
set-up and so will Huntington Beach 
Cycle Park, Spectators will be kept out 
of the pits with ample parking for riders 
and spectators, so you’ll never have to 
drive around hopelessly looking for a 
Place for your truck because fifteen guys 
in cars got into the pits ahead of youl 
Also, there will be noalcoholic beverages 
allowed and the District rule of having an 
untampered-with number on every rac- 
ing machine will be strictly upheld! The 
track is cooperating voluntarily with the 
Police Department on this to insure that 
no stolen bikes will show up on the pro- 
perty. So you few who have been getting 
away with no numbers on your scooters 
had better not appear at the pit gate at 
Huntington! For any further info on the
